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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  total  budget  for  1957,  as  recommended  by  the 
Finance  Committee,  represents,  at  $135,532.36,  an  increase 
over  last  year’s  budget  of  $6,495.02.  It  is  not  possible  at  this 
date  to  accurately  estimate  the  tax  rate  for  this  year  based  on 
this  budget,  due  to  a number  of  reasons.  The  “Cherry  Sheet” 
from  the  State  Division  of  Accounts  is  not  yet  available,  the 
total  valuation  of  the  Town  is  not  known,  there  will  be  a loss 
of  revenue  to  the  Town  because  of  the  change  in  the  personal 
property  tax  laws.  However,  as  a rough  estimate,  we  believe 
that  if  this  budget  is  voted,  the  rate  will  be  approximately 
$2.00  higher  than  last  year’s  rate  of  $70.00.  We  will  try  to  have 
a more  accurate  estimate  for  the  town  meeting  if  the  figures 
are  available.  Of  course,  any  additional  money  voted  on  the 
annual  town  meeting  warrant  could  change  these  figures 
considerably.  , 


The  increase  in  the  total  budget  is  due  again  this  year  to 
the  budget  of  the  School  Department.  The  net  increase  in  this 
department  is  $5,455.00,  the  largest  single  item  being  an 
increase  of  $3,099.00  in  teacher’s  salaries.  The  over-all  cost 
of  welfare  continues  to  show  an  encouraging  downward  trend. 


The  general  financial  condition  of  the  town  remains  about 
the  same.  The  Surplus  Revenue  Account  as  of  December  31, 
1956,  as  shown  in  the  Treasurer’s  report,  amounts  to  $56,330.79. 
The  outstanding  debt  is  $6,000.00  on  the  School  Remodeling 
Loan  and  $7,000.00  on  the  Fire  Station  Loan.  The  Massachu- 
setts State  Director  of  Accounts  has  certified  that  the  amount 
of  available  funds,  or  “free  cash”,  as  of  January  1,  1957  for 
the  Town  of  Berkley  is  $35,393.93.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Town  is  in  good  finan- 
cial condition;  the  present  outstanding  debts  being  the  School 
Heating  System  and  the  Fire  Station  notes. 

During  the  past  year  approximately  three  thousand  feet 
of  roadway  was  constructed  and  oiled  on  Bryant  Street.  The 
interior  of  the  Town  Hall  which  has  been  in  need  of  painting 
has  been  completed.  A new  Town  Dump  Site  is  presently 
under  construction  adjacent  to  the  present  dump  on  Bryant 
Street.  We  feel  that  under  proper  regulation  and  maintenance 
this  dump  ought  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  Town’s  residents  for 
many  years. 

The  Welfare  Budget  calls  for  no  increase  in  the  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Disability  Accounts,  and  decreases  to  the  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children,  General  Relief,  and  Department  of 
Veteran’s  Service  Accounts. 

We  approve  an  increase  of  $800.00  to  Chapter  90  Road 
Maintenance  Account  to  complete  the  widening  and  resurfac- 
ing of  Mvricks  Street  from  the  Railroad  Crossing  to  Church 
Street. 

We  recommend  that  a sum  of  $1,000.00  be  made  available 
to  continue  the  construction  and  oiling  of  Bryant  Street. 

At  the  coming  Annual  Town  Meeting  several  articles  con- 
cerning the  construction  of  a Fire  Station  and  purchase  of  a 
Fire  Truck  for  the  Myricks  section  will  be  acted  on.  We  feel 
that  additional  fire  fighting  equipment  located  in  Myricks  will 
immensely  benefit  that  area,  by  furnishing  better  protection, 
as  well  as  augmenting  the  Town’s  present  equipment  to  control 
fires. 

We  would  like  to  stress  the  importance  of  voters  to  attend 
Town  Meetings  and  to  express  their  views,  for  the  appropria- 
tions votes  at  these  meetings  will  decide  the  year  s tax  rate. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  who 
have  co-operated  with  us  in  the  conduct  of  the  Town  s 
business.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  FOR  1956 

The  Planning  Board  met  every  month  during  the  year 
1956  with  an  average  of  at  least  four  members  present  at  every 
meeting. 

Requests  from  land  owners  to  divide  17  parcels  of  land 
without  requiring  Planning  Board  approval  under  the  Sub- 
division Control  Law  were  received  and  it  was  determined  in 
every  case  that  approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law 
was  not  required  and  the  Registry  of  Deeds  was  so  notified  in 
every  case. 

An  effort  was  made  without  success  to  locate  a proper 
permanent  meeting  place  for  the  Planning  Board. 

Inquiries  from  out-of-State  people  as  to  the  advantages 
of  living  in  Berkley  were  answered. 

The  Planning  Board  worked  in  close  co-ordination  with 
the  Selectmen  to  map  out  By-laws  to  present  to  the  Town 
Meeting,  including  one  for  the  establishment  of  a Board  of 
Appeals,  and  for  the  establishment  in  the  Town  of  Berkley  of 
an  Industrial  Development  Commission. 

Much  time  was  spent  to  try  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of 
many  townspeople  in  preventing  the  extension  or  unwise 
relocation  of  the  ‘‘Junk  Yard”  industry  in  the  town  of  Berkley. 
The  Board  feels  very  strongly  that  additional  By-laws  should 
be  enacted  to  give  the  Selectmen  more  rigid  control  over 
“Junk  Yards”  and  that  no  new  yards  should  be  allowed  to  be 
established  under  any  conditions. 

Mr.  Abilio  de  Oliveira  Aguas  has  been  very  instrumental 
in  obtaining  the  extreme  momentum  behind  the  Dighton  Rock 
State  Park  project  even  to  now  obtaining  sanction  for  the  State 
to  build  a swimming  pool  here.  We  feel  that  the  Park  will 
soon  be  a well  known  and  often  visited  National  Shrine. 

The  Regional  High  School  Building  Committee  has  been 
supported  in  its  efforts  to  bring  better  education  to  the  children 
of  Berkley. 

It  was  voted  by  the  Planning  Board  that  all  of  the  meet- 
ings and  the  minutes  of  their  meetings  should  always  be  open 
to  the  general  public. 
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The  Board  has  consistently  pushed  for  the  establishment 
of  a new  town  dump. 

The  members  have  been  active  with  and  Mrs.  Effie  Rob- 
bins is  on  the  “Steering  Committee”  of  the  South  Eastern  Mass. 
Economic  Conference. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce  officials 
have  lead  the  discussion  at  two  open  public  forum  meetings 
this  past  year  to  further  inform  the  townspeople  on  the  respon- 
sibilities and  duties  of  the  Planning  Board  as  well  as  other 
special  subjects  of  vital  interest  to  the  people  of  Berkley. 

Other  projects  which  the  Berkley  Planning  Board  has 
worked  on  this  past  year  include  control  of  outside  sewerage, 
the  Assonet  Steel  Plant,  arborization  of  roads,  building  codes, 
building  permits,  zoning,  and  the  establishment  of  a program 
to  get  aid  under  the  government’s  Title  7 program  to  make 
land  “Base  Map”  studies  of  the  Town.

Also  passed  were  the  usual  votes  accepting  town  officers’ 
reports,  authorizing  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  revenue, 
setting  salaries  of  town  officials,  and  authorizing  the  select- 
men to  contract  with  the  state  and  county  in  connection  with 
highway  maintenance  and  repair.  In  addition,  it  was  voted

The  aggregate  annual  compensation  of  the 
collector  of  taxes  shall  be  limited  to  the  amount  appropriated 
therefor  by  the  town,  and  all  fees  and  charges  collected  by  him 
by  virtue  of  his  office  shall  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury.

take  any  action  relative  thereto. )

This  is  my  nineteenth  and  last  annual  report  as  town 
treasurer,  and  a little  review  may  be  in  order. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  town’s  financial 
affairs  since  1938;  such  things  as  Blue  Cross,  federal  withhold- 
ing taxes,  and  county  retirement  deductions  were  not  dreamed 
of  at  that  time. 

The  volume  of  town  business  has  increased  tremendously. 
In  1956  the  cash  taken  in  was  approximately  $185,000,  while 
in  1938  the  comparative  figure  is  about  $76,000.  Payments 
were  $191,000  in  1956  and  $78,000  in  1938.  These  figures  show 
that  the  volume  of  town  business  has  increased  about  250%, 
while  the  valuation  has  increased  about  50%  and  the  popula- 
tion only  about  25%. 

The  number  of  records  kept  have  necessarily  increased 
and  the  amount  of  material  on  file  takes  up  considerable  space. 
It  is  my  belief  that  it  is  well  nigh  impossible  for  one  man  to 
properly  carry  on  the  duties  of  this  office  as  a part  time  posi- 
tion. For  the  past  two  years  I have  had  the  services  of  a part 
time  clerk,  and  this  is  an  arrangement  which  up  to  now  has 
been  working  satisfactorily.  The  books  and  records  in  the 
treasurer’s  department  are  fully  up  to  date  and  the  only  work 
now  demanding  special  attention  is  that  of  foreclosing  a 
number  of  tax  titles. 

I appreciate  more  than  I can  say  the  cooperation  of  all 
with  whom  I have  come  in  contact  during  my  years  of  service.

4.  Comment 

About  $82,000  in  cash  went  through  the  collector’s  office  in 
1956.  A town  taking  in  this  amount  of  money  in  taxes  and 
excise  should  provide  offices  for  the  conduct  of  its  business. 

Again  in  1956  time  and  effort  was  put  into  the  collection  of 
the  outstanding  taxes  and  excise,  and  the  effort  continues.  In 
1956  all  the  poll  tax  levies  with  the  exception  of  1956  were 
cleared,  and  the  taxes  represented  by  the  outstanding  balance 
of  $22.00  at  the  year’s  end  are  in  the  hands  of  the  deputy  for 
collection. 

Real  estate  levies  for  the  years  1950,  1951,  1952  and  1953 
were  cleared  in  1956;  it  was  necessary  in  one  case  to  commence 
suit  against  a taxpayer;  the  taxes  sued  for  were  paid  with 
interest  and  costs  when  the  trial  was  called  in  the  District 
Court.  Suit  is  now  pending  for  the  outstanding  motor  vehicle 
excise  of  1950  and  part  of  1951,  and  the  outstanding  balances 
in  the  motor  vehicle  excise  levies  of  1952,  1953,  1954  and  1955 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  deputy  for  collection. 
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During  the  year,  witli  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  approximately  fifty  notices  of  non-payment  of  motor 
vehicle  excises  were  sent  to  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  for 
cancellation  of  registrations.  The  motor  vehicle  excise  has 
become  an  important  source  of  revenue  in  the  last  several  years 
and  taxpayers  are  reminded  that  excise  bills  are  due  and  pay- 
able, and  should  be  paid,  within  thirty  days  of  the  date  of  issue 
stamped  on  the  bills.  Unfortunately  in  1956  many  cards  notify- 
ing the  assessors  of  registrations  of  motor  vehicles  were  very 
late  in  reaching  them,  otherwise  a substantial  addition  to  the 
amount  collected  and  available  to  the  town  for  use  against 
the  1957  tax  rate  might  have  been  noted.  This  however  was  a 
general  condition  throughout  the  state. 

The  detailed  work  in  the  collector’s  office  is  in  large  part 
made  necessary  by  those  few  taxpayers  who  have  to  be  pressed 
for  payment  in  one  way  or  another;  and  year  in,  year  out,  these 
are  usually  the  same  people.  By  far  the  greater  number  of  tax- 
payers are  prompt  in  their  payments  and  to  them  I am  grate- 
ful. I also  wish  to  express  thanks  to  all  who  during  the  year 
co-operated  with  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen : 

As  your  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  I submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  of  1956: 

During  the  year  of  1956  there  were  a total  of  39  fire  calls 
answered  by  the  Fire  Department:  27  brush  and  grass  fires, 
12  building  (including  chimney  fires),  and  the  town  dump  was 
burned  over  twice. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of 
the  town  for  their  prompt  action  and  cooperation  with  the 
Fire  Department  and  also  call  their  attention  to  the  change 
in  the  RED  NET  FIRE  CALL  NUMBER  2-6354— have  this 
number  close  to  your  telephone.

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  and  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton.  Parents  are  urged  to  use  their  own  good  judgment 
about  sending  their  children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact 
that  school  is  in  session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all 
pupils  is  advisable. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  the  established  routes  are  trans- 
ported if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time 
to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those 
living  under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to 
capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or 
who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Regis- 
tration must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in 
September. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report.  Incorporated 
herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee,  the 
School  Nurse,  the  Music  Supervisors  and  a Report  by  the 
School  Physician. 

Personnel 

The  City  of  Taunton  moved  in  and  hired  away  three  of 
our  teachers  during  the  summer.  Mrs.  Irene  Braunstein,  Mrs. 
Edna  Lincoln  and  Mrs.  Anne  Rusconi  were  those  who  left  us 
for  Taunton.  Mrs.  Florence  Harris  chose  not  to  return  to 
regular  teaching  and  Mr.  Charles  Higgins  went  into  military 
service. 

We  have  been  fortunate  indeed  to  obtain  the  services  of 
the  following:  Mrs.  Helyn  Delano,  Grade  1;  Mrs.  Grace  Brady, 
Grade  4;  Mr.  Richardson  Reid,  Grade  5;  Miss  Elizabeth  Ruble, 
Grade  6,  and  Mr.  Harold  Hall,  Grade  7.  These  people  offer  us 
a combination  of  experienced  and  beginning  teachers  that  we 
hope  will  give  us  a better  program.  Mr.  Reid  has  left  us  to  go 
to  the  Bristol  County  Agricultural  School,  and  Mr.  Edward 
Canuel  has  replaced  him.  We  are  still  in  the  midst  of  a teacher 
shortage  and  until  such  a shortage  is  overcome  we  will  have 
to  compete  to  get  the  teachers  we  want. 

Finances 

Increases  in  the  1957  budget  are  due  to  increased  salaries 
and  increased  tuition.  In  order  to  meet  the  competition  from 
other  communities  we  have  raised  the  salaries  of  our  teachers. 
We  have  also  added  one  full  time  teacher  and  one  part  time 
teacher  to  our  faculty.  The  Dighton  Schorl  Committee  in- 
formed us  that  on  January  1,  1977  our  tuition  will  be  $275  per 
pupil  instead  of  $225.  We  can  expect  a further  increase  in  the 
future  as  operating  costs  of  Dighton  High  School  go  up.  The 
remainder  of  the  budget  shows  little  increase  although  the 
price  of  supplies  and  books  is  expected  to  increase  soon. 

School  Program 

We  are  now  operating  an  eight  grade  program  with  eight 
teachers.  We  have  eliminated  the  double  grades.  In  addition 
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Mrs.  Carolyn  Chester  helps  out  two  days  a week  to  allow  time 
for  needy  pupils  to  get  extra  help.  Some  of  our  older  pupils 
seem  to  have  missed  some  of  the  fundamentals  and  it  is  our 
aim  to  provide  a system  of  testing  and  extra  help  to  prevent 
a recurrence  of  this  trouble. 

We  have  replaced  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Evans  with  tw  o music 
supervisors,  one  vocal  and  one  instrumental  each  spending 
one  half  a day  at  the  school  which  is  equal  to  Mrs.  Evan’s  total 
time.  These  supervisors  have  been  hired  on  a union  basis  in 
an  attempt  to  coordinate  the  music  program  of  the  three  towns. 
It  will  also  give  the  few  people  playing  instruments  in  Berkley 
a chance  to  work  with  larger  groups  from  Freetown  and 
Dighton. 

Building 

As  I stated  last  year  the  building  is  very  much  in  need  of 
repair.  Some  repairs  have  been  carried  out.  The  windows  have 
been  puttied  and  painted  as  well  as  painting  of  the  trim.  Some 
rooms  have  been  painted.  The  electric  service  has  been 
replaced  with  a more  satisfactory  one. 

We  are  asking  this  year  in  a special  article  for  a sum  of 
money  to  repoint  and  waterproof  the  building.  The  repointing 
is  badly  needed  as  the  mortar  has  fallen  out  or  powdered  to  a 
depth  of  one  inch  in  some  places.  At  the  same  time  it  may  be 
necessary  to  replace  some  of  the  wmoden  door  frames  and 
v/indow  frames  as  they  are  badly  rotted  out. 

I believe  that  if  we  can  keep  working  at  these  repairs  we 
will  have  the  building  in  fairly  good  condition  in  a few  years. 
Mr.  Francis  Fournier  and  Mr.  Louis  Wade  are  doing  much 
to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  building  as  they  take  pride 
in  their  work. 

Conclusion 

I want  to  thank  the  School  Committee,  the  teachers,  the 
parents  and  Mr.  Oscar  Lamoureux  for  their  fine  cooperation 
this  year.  It  is  only  by  cooperation  and  understanding  that  we 
can  operate  a successful  program.  Please  feel  free  to  call  upon 
me  and  the  school  faculty  for  any  help  we  can  give  you  with 
any  school  problem.

The  program  of  studies  at  the  Berkley  Grammar  School  is 
being  carried  on  successfully  by  eight  regular  classroom  teach- 
ers and  one  assistant.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Chester  has  been  employed 
on  a part-time  basis  to  assist  in  both  primary  and  Junior  High 
school  grades.  This  was  necessary  due  to  large  classes,  especi- 
ally on  the  primary  level. 

Since  our  double  grade  situation  was  eliminate  a year  ago, 
much  more  concentrated  study  can  be  executed  in  all  grades. 
On  the  primary  and  intermediate  levels,  in  particular,  teachers 
are  able  to  spend  more  time  with  the  basic  subjects  related  to 
one  grade.  Each  Junior  High  teacher,  moreover,  is  responsible 
for  specific  subjects  and  courses.  In  addition  to  basic  studies 
in  the  Junior  High  school,  the  following  curriculum  additions 
have  been  made:  Group  Guidance;  Music  Appreciation;  Study 
Skills;  an  Activity  Program;  an  organized  athletic  program. 

All  facilities  at  the  school  are  being  used  to  the  fullest 
possible  extent. 

With  the  continued  fine  work  of  our  faculty  and  the  splen- 
did co-operation  of  parents,  the  children  in  our  school  will 
continue  to  receive  a sound,  helpful  elementary  education.

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as  school 
nurse  in  the  Berkley  Grammar  School.  With  the  increased 
enrollment  of  pupils  at  the  school  and  the  Salk  vaccine  pro- 
gram taking  place,  it  has  been  a very  busy  and  rewarding  year. 

In  March  the  pupils  who  were  in  the  National  Foundation 
polio  program  were  given  their  second  polio  shot.  There  were 
forty-four  pupils  in  this  group. 

Also  in  March  the  Salk  polio  vaccine  was  made  available 
to  children  one  year  of  age  through  fourteen.  The  responses 
were  good.  First  shots  were  given  in  March  and  second  shots 
in  June. 

In  January  third  polio  shots  will  be  given  to  all  children 
who  have  had  first  and  second  shots. 

Several  children  have  had  the  polio  shots  by  their  own 
family  physician,  so  that  a large  percentage  of  the  Berkley 
children  are  protected. 

Another  forty-eight  children  are  due  for  their  third  shot 
in  the  spring  before  the  polio  season. 

The  success  of  the  Salk  polio  vaccine  program  in  Berkley 
is  due  to  the  cooperation  of  the  entire  school  personnel  and 
to  Mrs.  Esther  Bowden,  Dighton  school  nurse.  Mrs.  Bowden 
gave  her  services  at  all  the  clinics.  I am  very  grateful  to  all 
who  helped  with  the  Salk  polio  vaccine  program  to  safeguard 
the  people  of  Berkley  from  this  dread  disease. 

The  Dental  clinic  faces  many  problems.  Children  are  taken 
to  Dr.  Helf  and’s  office  for  one  hour  each  week.  It  is  plain  to 
see  that  only  urgent  work  can  be  done. 

If  the  dental  clinic  continues  after  March,  children  will 
be  taken  alphabetically  starting  with  the  first  grade  and  con- 
tinuing through  the  eight  grades. 

Berkley,  Freetown,  and  Dighton  have  a new  Mass  Vision 
Test  which  is  owned  jointly.  With  this  equipment,  vision  test- 
ing can  be  done  at  any  time. 
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Vision  testing  has  been  completed  in  the  first,  third,  fifth 
and  seventh  grades. 

The  diphtheria  and  tetanus  and  the  pre-school  clinic  was 
held  in  the  spring. 

Dr.  Alan  Poole  examined  pupils  in  the  first,  third,  fifth  and 
the  seventh  grades. 

A great  many  cuts  and  bruises  are  treated  in  the  health 
room  during  the  year.  This  gives  an  opportunity  for  teaching 
the  importance  of  taking  care  of  small  cuts  at  once  to  prevent 
infection. 

The  school  health  program  could  not  function  efficiently 
without  the  continued  interest  of  the  principal,  teachers  and 
the  custodians  and  to  them  I extend  my  thanks  for  their 
cooperation.

10  prophylaxes  (cleanings) 

10  amalgam  (silver)  fillings 
6 silicate  (porcelain)  fillings 


The  clinic  has  had  a very  successful  year  in  which  a great 
amount  of  work  was  accomplished,  and  dental  care  was  ren- 
dered to  those  who  may  never  have  had  an  opportunity  ot 
visiting  a dentist.

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I submit  the  following  report  for  1958: 

For  half  a day  I weekly  visit  each  elementary  classroom, 
leaving  with  the  room  teacher  a daily  assignment.  Treatment 
of  “uncertain  singers”  is  given  in  grades  one  through  three 
where  it  is  needed.  Song  experiences  in  the  first  three  grades 
consist  of  rote  singing  sometimes  expressed  with  various 
actions.  The  first  steps  in  music  reading  have  been  taught 
already  and  shortly  first  steps  in  rhythm  will  be  presented  in 
grade  one.  To  build  a good  foundation,  note  reading  rather 
than  rote  teaching  is  emphasized  in  the  earlier  grades.  Staff 
dictation  and  rhythm  drills  from  the  blackboard  is  presented 
before  attempting  to  sing  from  the  book;  therefore,  by  grades 
four  and  five,  where  note  reading  continues,  music  reading 
becomes  independently  automatic  even  with  part  singing. 
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Because  of  time  limitation,  I do  not  visit  the  two  junior 
high  classes.  Instead,  the  instrumental  music  supervisor  takes 
them. 

The  series  of  books  available  to  the  class  does  not  cor- 
respond to  my  method  of  teaching.  There  is  not  sufficient 
material  for  note  reading  in  the  lower  grades,  although  the 
songs  are  excellent  for  rote  teaching.  The  melodic  line  and  the 
rhythms  are  much  too  advanced  for  the  students.  Because  of 
this,  much  note-reading  practices  are  demonstrated  with  the 
blackboard. 

In  concluding,  I would  like  to  thank  the  teaching  staff  for 
their  co-operation.

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  instrumental 
music  supervisor  in  the  Berkley  Grammar  School. 

Our  instrumental  program  in  the  elementary  school  is  now 
scheduled  and  functioning  very  adequately  within  the  frame- 
work of  the  academic  curriculum.  Students  enrolled  in  this 
particular  program  are  placed  in  one  of  the  following  three 
groups  for  instruction  on  their  respective  instruments. 

1.  Beginning  2.  Intermediate  3.  Advanced 

Each  individual  receives  class  instruction  or  lessons  on  a 
semi-private  basis  once  a week  regardless  of  the  group  level 
that  either  he  or  she  attains.  These  instrumental  lessons  are 
twenty  minutes  in  length  during  which  time  individual  prob- 
lems and  difficulties  are  pointed  out  and  corrected. 
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The  instrumental  program  in  the  elementary  school  does 
not  include  a school  band  or  orchestra;  this  does  not  indicate  a 
lack  of  student  interest,  but  merely  reflects  the  small  enroll- 
ment of  a school  this  size.  We  are  attempting  to  develop  a 
woodwind  ensemble  which  is  rehearsing  now  and  will  probably 
perform  with  students  from  the  Dighton  and  Freetown  schools. 
This  particular  effort  will  give  our  students  the  opportunity 
to  participate  in  a larger  musical  organization  and  at  the  same 
time  act  as  a factor  in  stimulating  the  music  program  for 
everyone  in  this  area.
